LIKCOLS, Nebraska, Sept. 9.-Bryan has 


Issued his letter of acceptance addressed 
to Stephen Whittler and other members 
Of tU e notification committee of the Dem- 
ocratic national convention. The chief 
features of the letter are the'ollowing 
state men ta: 


"In order that I may not be tempted to 


use the patronage of office to advance my 
personal ambition I hereby announce with 
all emphasis that words can express my 
fixed determination not to be a candidate 
for reelection in cane this campaign 
results in my election. 


"I have carefully considered the plat- 


form of the Chicago convention and un- 
qualifiedly endorse each plank." He does 
not discuss the platform but says he did 
•a at the time of its adoption and also 
•when the letter of notification was 
formally delivered. 


The letter then goes on to discuss the 


•abject of dual form of government' 
Reference to one plank of the platform 
under this head Is made when he says the 
people of a state are better qualified than 
the President to judge of the necessities 
for federal assistance. 


Upon thu subject of national bank cur- 


rency he says: "The national bank note 
being redeemable in lawful money is 
never better than the United States note 
which stands behind it, yet the banks 
persistently demand that these United 
States notes which draw no interest bear, 
'ing bonds in order that the banks may 
collect the interest which the people now 
•eve." 


He speaks for "the dignified but firm 


»aintenanc« of the Monroe doctrine. 
Under pensions he says no nation can 
afford to be unjust to its defenders. The 
care of those who suffered injury in the 
military or naval service of the country is 
• sacred duty." 


In reference to producers of wealth he 


Mys labor creates capital, and says he 
wishes to give special emphasis to the 
plank recommending arbitration of differ- 
ences between employers and employes 
•nd to interstate commerce. He says ar- 
bitration is simply an extension of the 
eourt of justice. He devotes much space 
to certain restrictions of immigration and 
to injunctions on railroad trusts. 


Of the tariff he aays it is not necessary 


to discuss it at this time. Whatever in- 
dividual viaws may be regarding the rel- 
fcth e merits of protection and tariff re- 
form he declares the American people 
will not consent to the consideration of 
any other question until the problem of 
finance is settled.

$13,000 to i>e Expended on a Surfacs 


Sewer System as Recommended.

to the south and west of East Quiuoy 
street as the city engineer and board of 
public works should deem necessary. 


President Brace well said that Oity Engi- 


neer1 Emigh was present and would give 
tbe council a detailed account of the 
proposed sewers if the council thought 
it necessary. As Mr. Emigh had gone 
into details of the work the evening be 
fare the council did not ask for further 
explanation from him and Ur. Whita- 
ker moved the borrowing as the mayor 
had recommended. Mr. Swift seconded 
Mr. Whltaker's motion and the council 
unanimously voted It. 


Mr. Whitaker In making bis motion 


took occasion to say that the city would 
borrow the money and still be within its 
debt limit. In October, be said, some of 
the city's-indebtedness would be paid and 
then the lattitnde would be greater. 
There was no mere Easiness and the 
council adjourned.

ye take from a Worcester report the 


following account of how the North 
Adams took the gold medals: 


During a cessation of the field sports on 


thetraokthe competitive drill between 
companies of young Ir.diei was held tbere. 
The drill awoke the memories of the old 
days wh'en the boy cadets marched, and 
turned for glory and Incidentally silken 
flags, those days when the voices of the 
multitude were hoarse with their shouts 
of joy to the victors. 


When the girls oacae on yesterday it was

manual of arms; present arms; order trail, 
right; shoulder, parade rest.

C. P. Donovan of North Adams, former 


captain of Father Mathew cadets of that 
town, drilled the Father Mathew lady 
cadets. He won the toss and chose last 
Urn'.' P. J. Fleming of Plttsfleld then 
marched the Father Mathew lady cadets 
of Plttsfleld into the open space. 


Tiie young ladies were dressed In blue 


uniforms trimmed with white. 
Their 


caps corresponded. Bars of white ran 
across the breast. They carried light 
wooden rifles. They handled the guns 
like veterans. They went the maneuvers 
like clockwork and With precision that 
would delight a regular army officer- 
Their excellence in the manual was re- 
markable. They put a great deal of snap 
into their work and excited the admira- 
tion of even the officiating judges. 


Then came the North Adams lasses. 


They looked exceptionally pretty and 
prejudiced the crowd In their favor at 
once. Thsy wore natty white suits trim- 
med with blue. The white was tastefully 
decorated with blue bands and a white 
cap trimmed with blue surmounted the 
head.

The company was received with ap 


plauseonits first appearance. The first 
applause was on the obliques, which were 
very fine, the lines being perfect.

Enjoy Their School 


Days.

Au Interesting description of the United 


States government's Indian school at 
Chemawa, Oregon, Is given in the follow- 
ing letter written to the TRANBCKIPT by 
Mrs. Rosa A. Isbell from Salem, Oregon. 


EDITOR OF THE NORTH ADAMS TSAX- 


BCEIPT:—I thought perhaps that an 
account of a visit to the Indian school 
would be of interest to my friends in 
Xortb. Adams. The school Is about five 
mites from Salem. 
The grounds are 


enclosed with a picket lence. I called «t 
the superintendent's office and he sent au 
Indian boy to go around with me. There 
are about three hundred scholars in the 
institution and abouttwenty-flve buildings 
are devoted to their employment, n.»!ru- 
tion and for their homes. I first \ bited 
the work room where all the mending is 
done for the school and troni there I went 
to the tailor (hops where all the clothes 
for the boys are made and to another 
room where they make the girls clothes. 
In each of these rooms they have a bead 
woman who is sent by the government 
from Washington to took after the work. 


Connected with the school is a black- 


smith shop, a carpenter shop, a harness 
•hop where they make fine harnesses, and 
a printing office from which is issued one 
In two weeks a paper, the work on win- 
is all done by Indian boys. The tin.- 
room will seat three hundred, tho I". 
being seated on one side of the room ai. 
the girls on the other. The household 
work Is all done by the Indian girls under 
the direction of a woman acting as house- 
keeper. The work is well done and 
everything about the dining room look'1 
very nice and clean. * 


There are five school rooms all unde,. 


the charge of lady teachers, with the ex- 
ception of one room which has a gentle- 
man instructor. One of the rooms is used 
as a high school. 
Above this room is a 


chapel, in which there is a fine piano and 
where religious services are held every 
Sunday. The kitchen is a large room and 
is kept in perfect order. 
They have a 


well appointed hospital with a physician 
and matron in attendance. The hospital 
contains sixteen beds and is divided into 
two wards, one for boys and the other 
for girls. The Indian girl who showed 
me through the hospital was a fine look- 
ing girl and very lady like in her man- 
ners. 


The Institution requires three hundred 


pounds of meat a day and ten barrels of 
flour and two hundred pounds of sugar a 
week. Thirty cows are kept on the farm 
on which are eighty acres ot land under 
cultivation, producing most ot the vege- 
tables and fruit required. 
A band Of 


twenty pieces is maintained and the 


I Indian boys are said to play very well. 


The scholars work half a day and spend 


part of each day in study, so that they 
come outof the institution not only with 
a good education but each one with some 
trade or domestic training. A gentleman 
and bis wife of Indian birth have imme- 
diate charge of the scholars and they saj 
the boys and girls require no more pun- 
ishment than would white boys and girls. 
The superintendent. Thomas Potter, has 
his wife and child with him. He told me 
his wife was an Indian, the daughter of a 
well known chief. She was a fine looking 
lady and the child was a smart ItUle 
fellow a year old. Mr. Potter has been 
with the Indians twelve years. I found 
aim a very kind and obliging gentleman 


The Indian boy who acted as my guide 


through the institution wai very kind 
and a smart young man. HP came from 
California and had been In the school 
three years. 
The institution it nn •«'. 


mirable one and is doing a great wor!. 
Good opportunities are furnished the 
scholars and they seem to be appreciate;! 
by most of those enjoying tlie benefits ot 
a school so well adapted for fSttiug them 
to a useful life.

crop in the United State* was $6.60 per 
ton. The following year it dropped to 
(7.30, and in 1379, the year next ensu- 
ing, it jumped up to $9.3 2 per ton. 


Again. In 1891, when this country 


was firmly on a gold basis, the average 
value of the hay crop was $8.40 per too. 
In 1893 it fell to |6,73 per ton, aud in 
1893 it race to $8.68 per ton. Last year 
the average value was $8.66 per ton. 


Assuming that ilie fall in prices is j 


due to the "criin/ of 1878," how are j 
these fluctuations to be accounted for? 
Will Borne Bryanite"explain also why it 
is that the average value of the hay crop 
per ton was greater in 1895, when we 
were on a gold baeie, than it was in 
1878, when gold was at a premium? 


Hay has undoubtedly declined in price 


since 1873,.but why should it not have 
done so? Apart from cheaper methods 
of production nnd cheaper rates of trans- 
portation, the annual hay crop increased 
from 25,08,*), 100 tons in 1878 to Co,- 
766,158 tons in 1898. Last year it 
amounted to about 47,000,000. 


At the same time the number of 


horses in the United States increased 
only from 9,382,470 in 1873 to 15,898,- 
31S in isyfl. It is estimated that there 
are nearly 1,100,000 fewer horses in 
this country today than there were three 
years ago.

The 
agent with which the faded beauty now 
seeks to bring hnr.k tlie roses of her checks 
and the roundness to her form U bone 
marrow.

matter found inside the hollow Lianas of 
animals. 
It hag tiecn discovered tlrat if 


bone marrow is not the elixir of youth, at 
least it Is S powerful tonic. Bone marrow 
Is DOW nerved in Parisian restaurants, 
spread raw upon thin slices of bread in n 
dainty manner, and it i* said to be a very 
palatable morsel. 
Every one eats it who 


cab afford to bny it, and butchers are fur- 
nished with a new branch of Industry. 
The long bones of the ox are split open, 
the marrow extracted and it is then eaten 
without further preparation. Dr. Renault 
of Paris prescribed bone marrow to an 
an»ralo patient as a tonic, with immediate 
and mast gratifying- results. 
The newt, of 


its wonderful effects spread rapidly, and 
at the present tine marrow eating has be- 
come a fashionable fad. 
New York is al- 


ready in danger of becoming a victim of 
the marrow habit, and medical men on 
this side ot the water are discussing the 
subjert with great interest. 


Professor Qoldsoherders of Berlin was 


the flist to use the extract of bone marrow 
with unfavorable results, however. Noth- 
ing daunted, German and English physi- 
cians followed suit, and many of them re- 
ported brilliant successes. American phy- 
sician* are reporting cures of nervous pros- 
tration and general waste. 


The latest and most carefully conducted 


experiments made with special reference 
to the bone marrow treatment In anemia 
have been made in England by Dr. George 
Bertram Hunt at the' University Col- 
lege hospital. He says: ''In these caees 
tbe blond was regularly examined in order 
to compare the results obtained by treat- 
ing with red bone marrow with those ob- 
tained by treatment with arsenic. Tho 
corpuscles were measured by means of 
Thoma-ZeUs' luemo-cyclometer, the per- 
centage being calculated by comparing the 
number of corpuscles in a cubic millime- 
ter with a normal of 0,000,000 in the two 
male cases and of 4,000,000 la tbe case of 
the woman. The hnmo-globin was esti- 
mated by Grower's iwemo-globlnometer. 


"The extract of the red bone marrow 


which was given was prepared by split- 
ting ox ribs along the middle and scoop- 
ing out the soft, cancerous bone In the 
center, the meshos of which contained the 
red marrow. 
This was freed from bone 


sploules by pounding in a mortar with a 
little water nod passing the wat :ry extract 
through fine mu: '.In. Tho extract obtain- 
ed from two minces of the bone marrow 
was given in the £4 hours." 


In this instance the result was adverse. 


It remains now to be ascertained whether 
the Parisians are right or wrong.—New 
York Herald

Berlin, Sept. 7.—The conference! 


which have tuken place between th* 
«ar tnd the emperor and their ac- 
companying Busslan and German dip- 
lomats, which at first were alleged t* 
be devoid of anything more Important 
than mer*j ceremonial (conversation, 
ire now reported to have taken th* 
character of initiating a new concert 
of the powers which is to have a hear- 
ing of the ntmost importance upon th* 
future events in Turkey. It U not 
known definitely who originated th* 
proposal, but it is, however, a mattef 
of positive knowledge hi Berlin that 
Prince Hohenloh*, the Imperial chan- 
cellor, and Count von Osten-Sacken, 
the Russian ambassador to Germany, 
are dMcnssing a plan the purpose of 
which is to place the sultan under 
the tutelage of the ambassadors of th* 
powers in Constantinople, who will be 
empowered to control th* sultan's se- 
lection of ministers and also his ap- 
pointment of provincial governors. 
The settlement of the troubles in 
Crete upon the basis ol European su- 
pervision appears to Imv e been th* 
keynote of this Rchemo, which at least 
would maintain the nominal integrity 
of Turkey, and for a time enable th* 
powei a to escape being dragged into a 
European war over the division of th* 
•polls of the Ottoman empire. Praoti- 
ttally the foreign ambassadors are al- 
ready treating Turkey as a govern- 
ment existing wholly upon sufferance, 
but they do not take the responsibili- 
ties which ought to be associated with 
the situation.

Only the bare proposals have been 


heard of outside of tb« c;rcle which is 
form«lating the acheme, but the plan 
is doubtless full of {difficulties In th* 
way of its working smoothly.

York, to Mexico and to South and Cen- 
tral American ports. This company 
has been built up with the money the 
Cuban treasury lias paid to it for the 
transportation of soldiers ta fight the 
Cubans since 1870 has BOW more then 
forty steamers, which can take to 
Cuba 50,000 or 60,000 men. The Cubans 
knew this when the war began, and 
therefore are not easily to be alarmed 
even should the company buy of char- 
ter a few more vessels.

"Vie know that a great many of the 


40,000 men are now on their way to 
the island. The rest may go also. It 
tt'l (Upends upon the conne of affairs, 
lu liia Philliplne islands, which seem 
at last to have made up their minds to 
imitate Cuba, but whether these 40,000 
men or more go to the island or not 
the aitiurtion will not be changed.' 
The disposition of the Cuban army ia 
well calculated to outwit the enemy's 
plans, whatever the superiority of 
numbers way ba. With Maceo at one 
end of the ialand, Calicto Garcia at 
the other, and Maximo Gontez always 
moving from one side1 to the other, 
ready to go to the place of peril or to 
fall upon the enemy's weak point, the 
Spanish can hardly improve their pres- 
ent position on the island merely by 
the arrival of the new expedition; and 
although I believe that there will be 
next winter more fighting of import- 
ance than there has been, the Cuban 
army will be stronger than ever when 
the rainy season comes in May.

The search was con- 
tinued until five o'clock, when tha last 
victim, Arthur 
Hill, was removed. 


Three wer« carried to offices and pri- 
vate houses, where doctors from both 
cities were in waiting to render aid. 
Some of them died enroute and dthers 
while being cared for. The dead were 
taken to the city hall, which was

into a temporary morgue. 


Some of the men were so badly man- 
gled that identity was had only by 
letters and papers in their pocket*.

Upon arrival at the Cataract house, 
which was headquarters, the party re- 
tired to their rooms, the whole second 
floor of the hotel having been reserved 
for them. A portion of the kitchen 
had bean set apart for the cooks who 
prepare Li's meal* and they were soon 
at work in their own peculiar fashion 
slewing, boiling andrbaklng. All of 
the suite ate the meat prepared by the 
regular hotel staff, but Li had his in 
a private dining room. About Z o'clock 
he sat down and ate sparingly of the 
dishes, which were as follows: Chicken 
soup with pork and eggs chopped in 
it; chicken stew with pork and peas; 
rice; salt pork and bacon; smoked 
herring, smoked eels ste wed, duck eggs 
boiled hard. About 3:30 o'clock the 
start was made to see the falls. Tho 
ram had 
oeasedj and the sun was 


shining brightly. Thousands of peo- 
ple filled the hotel corridors, veran- 
daa and the street outside. Tho falls 
reached, the viceroy watched the m 
for a short time, his face bearing a 
curious expression. He turned to his 
interpreter and addressed him. The 
latter said: "His excellency is very de- 
lighted and greatly impressed." Next 
the party was driven to the power 
house of the Cataract Construction 
corrpany, where they saw the monster 
5,000-horae power dynamos run by the 
energy of the Niagara river. Liapoka 
through his interpeter in glowing 
terms of American enterprise, and 
said that the sight was the most in- 
teresting he had seen on his travels. 
He inquired the cost of the work 
and the revenue, and other things. 
The party then returned to the hotel 
The interpreter said that Li marveled ' 
much at the American railways, say- 
Ing they were the greatest he had 
ever seen. Asked if LI would u pen hi- 
return to China have the English en 
gineers who are building a railroad lu 
that country adopt the American sys- 
tem, he said he certainly would. This 
Important Information was received 
with much enthusiasm by the nany 
prominent men in hearing distance 
At the power honse Li held out hist 
eane toward one of the rapidly re- 
volving dynamos, and It was hit by a 
projection and knocked out of his hand , 
like sa flash. He was startled, but 
said nothing. He came near being 
badly injured by the occurrence. -The 
party remained in this eity last night 
and crossed the river at 8 o'clock this 
morning. They were escorted from 
here by Sir H. G. Jolly Imthbiniore, 
ex-prime minister of QuiAiec and at 
present a member of the Laurier cabi- 
net, and Sir VV. C. Parmalee, Chinese 
agent of Canada. The Canadian Pa- 
cific railroad has sent a special train 
of six oars to take the party through 
Canada from Niagara Falls, Oat., to 
Vancouver.
